CHAPTER 93.

AN ACT to create section 100.01 of the statutes, relating to
forestry by cities, villages, towns and school districts.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. A new section is added to the statutes to be num-
bered and to read: 100.01 Any city, village, town, or school
district of the state may acquire and own lands for forestry pur-
poses, either within or without the territorial limits of such muni-
cipality, and may carry on forestry on such lands, and appro-
priate, raise and expend money for such purposes.

CHAPTER 94.

AN ACT to amend section 274.12 of the statutes, relating to
writ of error and appeal to the supreme court.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Section 274.12 of the statutes is amended to read:
27412 1In case one of a number of parties jointly or severally
bound by the same judgment appeals therefrom, he shall serve
his notice of appeal on all parties who are bound with him by the
judgment, and said parties shall thereupon within thirty days
after such service, unless the time be extended by the trial court
for cause shown, take and perfect their own appeals or be deemed
to have waived their right to appeal. The supreme court may
by order at any time after an appeal is taken bring in additional
parties upon their own application or upon application of one of
the original parties to the appeal, and in such case the party or
parties so brought in shall be given an opportunity to be heard
before final judgment is pronounced in said court. In any case
the respondent may have a review of the rulings of which he
complains, by serving upon the appellant any time. before the
